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Summary of Helos from the Far East. 
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JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The French mail delivered this morning brings Yokohama advices 
to March 20 ; by the Pacific mail however we have three days’ later 
news, a telegraphic summary of which appeared in our last issue. 
The English mail of Jan. 28 was received in Yokohama March 19. 

The advices now to hand bring no confirmation of the report 
that the U.S. Consul at Yedo had been assassinated. The event, 
if it really happened, must have taken place between the 23rd 
March and the Ist April, as the telegram announcing it was dated 
Shanghai, April 8. It will be observed that the telegram dated 
Yokohama, April 10, contains no mention of such an event, and 
the last telegram from Shanghai states that the report had been 
contradicted. The rumour appears therefore to have been entirely 
groundless. The following items are abridged,from the summary 
of the Japan Herald :— 

A Court of Inquiry has been held by Admiral Rowan into the 
loss of the Oneida. The proceedings consisted of little more than 
the repetition of the evidence given at the late inquiry by the 
survivors. At the close of the Court it was determined to forward 
the evidence to Washington for consideration by the Navy De- 
partment. 

The divers who went down to explore the wreck only succeeded 
in reaching the quarter-deck, whence they brought a cutlass and 
a Japanese glove-box. They were unable to penetrate to the 
lower deck, the hatches being blocked up with broken spars, bulk- 
heads, chairs, dc. It is probable that efforts will yet be made by the 
U.S. Admiralty to recover the guns, engines, &c., and perhaps the 
whole of the wreck as it now lies; but we believe that further 
operations will be suspended until Admiral Rowan personally de- 
cides on what is to be done after the tenders for raising her are 
opened. 

or difficult and complex case is now being heard in the United 
States Ministerial Court, before the Hon. ©. E. De Long. The 
story may be stated thus :—Some persons carried on business here 
under the style of Schumann and Co, who in November’ last ar- 
ranged to pay a sum of $10,000, owing by them to Messrs, All- 
mand and Co., part in coin and part in goods, within a certain 
time. Passing by the door a few daysafter, Allmand' saw a large 
crowd of coolies carrying away goods, and unusual bustle going 
on. He then examined into what was taking place, and satisfied 
himself that Schumann’s goods were being fraudulently disposed 
of at a ruinous sacrifice—in fact, people were helping themselves 
to goods and taking them off “without money and without price.” 
He at once went to the U.S. Consulate, where the Consul issued 
an attachment, levied directly after on the goods, which had 
diminished from a table stock to a few hundred dollars, 
worth, some of the missing goods being found by she Marshal in 
other parts of the settlement and at Yedo, where, however, the 
U.S. Consul thwarted Mr. Schumann’s intention of selling them. 
It was also discovered that some property of the creditors was at 
Hakodate, and that debts were owing to Schumann by firms at 
Hiogo and Shanghai. Schumann confessed judgment in favour 
of Mr. Allmand’s claim, and se igs made an assignment of 
property for the benefit of his creditors, On the 15th November 
all the goods seized were sold by auction, and realised $6,500, 
whilst other receipts swelled the gross returns from the 
estate to $14,000. Finding that no other creditors were on 
the spot, the US. Consul did not deem it necessary to 
institute a prosecution of Schumann here, knowing that Schu- 
mann had creditors in San Francisco, whither he was to 
sail by the outgoing steamer, and believing that they would 
take the matter up in person. Allmand’s claim was settled, and

Schumann has also sent over an affidavit stating 
that he never confessed judgment of Adimand’s claim, that the 
certificate of his doing so was merely issmed to cover the ConsuPs 
action, and that the lateer charged bim $500 in gold for his adviee. 

The case has now lasted fifteen days, during a part ef which 
the Consul has been laid up. By the testimony of one of Schu- 
mann’s partners it was stated that he carried away a considerable 
gum of money with him; and it was also said that he received, 
but did not account for, $4,000 from a Japanese the day before 
his departure. Nothing whatever has been adduced to sustain 
the charge against the Consul, who, it was shown, had to threaten 
Schumann with a criminal prosecution before he could obtain pos- 
session of the books. 

At the outset of the case, Mr. W. H. Doyle, an attaché of the 
U.S. Consulate who acts as counsel for the defence, demurred to 
ministeria] jurisdiction on this ground, but was overruled. Finally 
the minister has decided to adjourn the case until reliable evidence 
of the bankruptcy proceedings in California can be obtained, but 
in order to dispose of the personal charges against the integrity of 
the Consular officials has agreed to hear all the evidence on that 
head, in order that the public may be in a position to judge for 
themselves of the truth of the statement. The minister has how- 
ever intimated that if it be found legal proceedings have been 
instituted in California the local proceedings will be quashed, 
unless the assignee in California come in as a party plaintiff.

Japan has hit upon s method of providing for paupers frequently 
suggested in England but never carried out. It was that waste 
en and commons should be allotted to the able-bodied poor, to 
turn their barren areas into fertile land. The cost was to be ad- 
vanced by Government, and repaid gradually by the peasant pro- 
prietors In fact, the application of the scheme to Ireland was 
once strenuously urged in private upon the Government. The 
Japanese have now, in consequence of the hordes of unemployed 
in Yedo, disforested a royal chase about twenty miles off, which 
is now being brought under tillage, and will provide eventually 
subsistence for 5,000 people. 

Forty of the labourers who left here about eighteen months ago 
in the Scioto for Hawaii returned the other day in the #. W. Wood, 
looking greatly improved for their sojourn in a fureign land. They 
were met on board by the Government officials. The visit of the 
Japanese Ambassadors has been very satisfactory, and they ssy 
they have everywhere found their countrymen well cared for and 
kindly treated by their employers: and that every vestige of 
doubt has been cleared away. Noverthelessthey have seen fit to 
direct that those who desired to go home might do so at the ex- 
pense of the Japanese Government, which plan was cheerfully 
agreed to by the employers.

On the 22nd March a formal inspection of the 1-10th Regiment 
took place on the Swamp, and differred in no respect from the 
ordinary routine of military inspections. 

Dr. Hosier, of Osaka, has received an appointment at Tosa, as 
Medical Instructor and Superintendent of the hospital to be built 
under his supervision and direction. The appointment is for five 
years, at a salary (information from a native source) of Rios 500 
per mensem. Thess. Nautilus, which was lately purchased by 
the Prince of Tosa, recently conveyed Dr. Hosier and Japanese 
suite to Kochi, the capital city of Tosa. 

Captain Graham, the sole survivor of those on board the Eliza 
Corry, arrived at this port in the steamer 7hales on Wednesday 
last. The circumstances attending the wreck were heartrending 
in the extreme, the crew being washed away one after the other.

HIOGO. 

Our advices from this port are to the 16th March. The follow-

It is rumoured here that there is trouble in Prince Chosiu’s 
country, caused, it is stated, by a certuin high official of his not 
getting the share to which he was entitled of the amount awarded 
by the Mikado last year to each of his principal supporters during 
the late civil war: 

The North-German 8.8. Adler made her trial sea-trip on Sunday 
week last to Kobe, making the distance in somewhat less than 
two and a-half hours, since which she has made the passage in a 
little over two hours.

The kitchen-garden seeds so serviceably sent out by the United 
States Agricultural Department having been forwarded by the 
United States Consul, Colonel Stewart. to Bishop Williams, the 
latter gentleman is daily occupied in distributing them amon 
the cottagers and farmers in this vicinity. and explaining to Be 
natives their uses and modes of culture. It would be difficult to 
devise a scheme by which, at so trivixl a cost, so much good could 
be done as is being done in this instance.

TIENTSIN. 

A Peking correspondent writes that M. Popoff, Chinese Secre- 
tary of the Russian Legation, died on the 27th February, of typhus 
fever and was buried in the Russian cemetery outside the An- 
ting mén. 

A Tientsin correspondent writes that there are seven steamers 
and two sailing vessels on the river, and that the Bund is literally 
covered with all classes of merchandise—the river, however, being 
still blocked by ice in many places, and the dexlers not operating 
except at very low rates, as they are not yet able to forward their 
goods into the interior. 7 and 8}lbs. shirtings are quoted at 
Tis, 2.07 and Tis.

SHANGRAI. 

Dates are to the 23rd March. The London mail of Jan. 28 ar- 
rived out on the 18th March, and telegrams, via Kiachta, reached 
to the lst March.

We hear that Dr. Macartney, the manager of the Nanking Ar- 
senal, has lately visited Wuchang. at the request of the Viceroy, 
Li-hung-chang, and that the experiments made by him in gun- 
nerv and with rockets in the latter's presence have proved ee 


satisfactory, and so pleased Li, that he has given directions fora 
' very considerable extension of the arsenal.

The members 
vil have the entire building in their hands, and will make the 
charges pay the working expenses. Fourteen gentlemen were 
nominated a working committee. We congratulate the community 
en the clear position which has at length been gained. Twelve 
months ago the Club belonged to sharetiolders who were burdened 
by a double mortgage, the complication being increased by the 
fact that they were themselves, in great part, their own mort- 

es, and yet the public were claiming that they should repay 

eir loan. At present the Recreation Fund, which seemed hope- 
lessly sunk as a second mortgage, has come to life as proprietor of 
the Club Building—under mortgage, certainly, but with a fair 
prospect of redeeming it; the Club shareholders have been 
released from their responsibility—though at the expense of their 
eapital ; and the much desired result has been attained of the 
members working their own Club It may be true that the rent 

id is heavy ; but the cost to individual subscribers is not s0, 
considering the advantages offered by the Club building ; and 
the satisfactory knowledge remains, that any surplus which this 
rent may yield to the Recreation Fund goes towards redeeming the 
mortgage, and towards a prospective reduction of the rent. We 
think the community are much indebted to Mr. Groom, who has 
conceived and worked out the whole plan for evolving order out 
of such apparent chaos, and for helping to place both the Club 
and the Recreation Fund on a sound basis. 

Our home readers may still retain sufficient interest in Shanghai 
to care for a summary of the Council’s Report, showing how mu- 
nicipal matters are progressing. The reassessment of land has 
been completed, and the result shows a depreciation of Tls. 306,000 
from the assessment of 1865. Chinese houses, on the other hand, 
are rising in value, and the Council naively complain that owners 
do not invite a higher rate of taxation. Appeals, they complain, 
are made very readily when the assessment is in excess of rental ; 
but the same readiness is not shown to ask that the assessment be 
raised, now that it is inferior. Does it not occur to the Council 
that people who collect and people who pay taxes represent op- 
posite interests, and that each one has quite enough to do 
to look after his own? Ifa man is overcharged, he protests ; 
but it lies with the collector to claim the full amount due. 
Of course, it may be said that the Council and Land owner are 
one ; that the former is merely administering the interests of the 
latter ; but, practically, they stand in the same position to each 
other as governors and governed, at home ; and we do not think 
instances will often be found there, in which a tax payer will offer 
more than the Government demands. There have been, and pro- 
bably always will be, men who send £5 notes as conscience money 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer ; but they reprosent the ex- 
ception rather than the rule ; and we fear the Council will have 
to look after the interests of the Revenue themselves, without 
much aid from individual contributors. Indeed, it is likely that 
many owners of Chinese house property do not even know at what 
Yate their houses are assessecl. 

The Council make no comment on the oondition of the river, 
but mention that the Municipal engineer has completed a survey 
of the foreshore, and that a plan will be shown to those interested 
who will call at his office. We trust that this permission will be 
availed of, as we believe inspection of the plan will convince peo- 
ple of the justice of our late remarks, and of the necessity for 
prompt remedial measures. We note that the Gas Company have 
offered to light the street lamps in future at $3.75 a piece, instead 
of $5 as charged heretofore. It remains to be seen how this rate will 
compare wit that which may be offered by the French Company. 
The Fohkien road drain is being laid on a proper level, and the 
usual repairs are going on to the roads, bridges, aud side walks. 
It is suggestive how greatly the foreign population has increased 
of late years, that a further portion of the cemetery already needs 
preparation ; for recent seasons have not been unhealthy nor the 
per centage of deaths excessive. The projected road to Woosung 
remains iu situ guo; we fear it will be found too expensive for 
the present, although as a new outlet it would be most desirable.

REPORT ON THE SANITARY CONDITION OF SHANGHAI. 

All Shanghai has been startled by the report of Dr Jamieson 
on the sanitary condition of the settlement. In forming an esti- 
mate of the effects of residence in Shanghai on the health of 
Europeans, the climate comes first under consideration, and 
though it is beyond human power to modify the scorching heat 
of the summer sun, or to evade the sudden changes of tempera- 
ture, still there are certain means of adapting the conditions of 
life to these unfavourable circumstances. By avoiding overcrowd- 
ing, dirt, and bad drainage, the baneful effects of the climate 
may be in a great degree lessened ; but Dr. Jamieson finds not. 
only that these precautions have been neglected, but that the 
danger is vastly increased by the ills inseparable from uncon- 
trolled prostitution and a host of low grog-shops, where liquor of 
the vilest and most poisonous quality is dispensed to the floating 
population. Besides these and other internal evils, the settle- 
ments, it is to be remembered, are surrounded by reeking fields 
covered from time to time with human excreta. In their imme- 
diate neighbourhood stands a filthy native city, contaminating 
both air and water, and forming a nest wherein contagious dis- 
eases are generated, and from whence they are disseminated. The 
stately foreign hongs are built on an alluvial plain, or in other 
words on a mud flat, which renders efficient drainage all but im- 

ssible. There are no wells whence to derive pure water, and’ 
In some neighbourhoods the crowding of native dwellings imports 
into the very centre of the foreign community the horrible con- 
ditions that prevail in native cities and villages. Passing to the 
native city, which from its proximity has a direct effect on the 
foreign settlements, Dr. Jamieson describes the condition of things 
within the walls as truly awful :— 

“ Every street is broken up at short intervals to admit of the construc- 
tion of open privies, the contents of which are allowed to accumaiate until 
they acquire what is considered the proper degree of maturation. Shoald 
they be filled to overflowing before that period arrives they are allowed to 
spread their overflow over the street in the vicinity, the lilth frequently 
extending to the very thresholds of the opposite houses. And all this is 
permitted without any attempt to remedy so pestilent, so glaring a nui- 
sance, without any regard to the intolerable stench produced, or to the 
effect of the sun streaming its rays upon these enormous cesspools. Even 
the butchers hang their meat ‘or sale in the midst of the poisonous vapours 
arising from neighbouring privies. The slime-onvered ditches and stag- 
nant pools to be found in every direction are made receptacles for filth 
at one moment and are used for the purpose of washing rice at another. 
The open spaces are converted into huge ash pits, where decaying 
ordare, dead animals, rotten vegetables and so forth are allowed to aecu- 
mulate and fester. The canals that intersect the city are used by those 
living on the banks as ash-pits, cesspools, and what not, and as these are 
flooded at spring tides only, the river is periodically polluted by the refase 
that has accumulated since the previous bigh tide. And then the moat is 
a common sewer, wherein the drainage, such as it is, from three sides of 
the city is received, and whence it is discharged into the river. Thus, by 
the condition of the city and its immediate surroundings, the air and 
water are alike polluted, and the residents in the settlements are con- 
stantly subjected to the influence of a vast collection of pestilential foci. 
Hence, whatever measures may be taken by foreigners, for their own pro- 
tection, there will always be, so long as the present state of things is not 
interfered with, more than sufficient material in the city to produce a fatal 
epidemic.” 


To mitigate this state of things, Dr. Jamieson proposes that the 
native authorities should be required to put some sani 
tions in force, including the liberal use of disinfectants. The con- 
dition of the river next comes under consideration. and as all the 
water used by foreigners in the settlements for domestic purposes is 
derived from the river, its eff-ct on the health of the settlements 
can hardly be overestimated. Yet it is tainted not only with the 
refuse of gasworks. &c., but with every imaginable description of 
filth, and Dr. Jamieson shows clearly enough how the excreta of 
cholera and dysentery patients find their way into the water used 
for drinking and cooking by the residents. With this question 
are intimately mixed up the water-supply of the settlement, which 
clearly ought not to be drawn direct from the river as at present, and 
the condition of the fore-shore—another fruitful source of disease. 
Thereisa great extent of surface exposed to the sun’s rays,on which 
every tide leaves a considerable share of the organic debris, both 
animal and vegetable, that it had in suspension. It deposits frecak 
matter and other abominations, the emanations from which, espe- 
cially in hot weather, sensibly pollute the atmosphere. The same 
remarks apyly with equal force to the Soochow, Yang-King-pang, 
and other creeks. Alt these evils are intensitied by the condition 
of the drains, which rapidly accumulate poisonous filth, and are 
never efficiently cleansed. The thorough drainaye of such a place 
as Shanghai is confessedly a difficult problem, seeing that a 
area at the back part of the settlement is considerably below high 
water mark. Of course the only complete remedy would be o 
proper flushing of the sewers, but in the absence of this several 

iative measures are suggested. 
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Dr. Jamieson also puts forth some good practical suggestions rela- 
tive to baths and wash-houses, regulation of brothels, quarantine, 
&c., but ourspace will not allow usto follow him through all of these. 
On the whole, shocking as it is, we believe his gloomy view of the 
sanitary condition of Shanghai to be entirely justified by the facts. 
From the time when a large Chinese population was permitted to 
herd’in crowded and badly-constructed houses, in the midst of the 
foreign hongs, Shanghai ceased to be a “ model settlement.” The 
North China Herald is reluctant to avow this, and clings to the 
traditional title, despite Dr. Jamieson’s report ; indeed, it broadly 
charges him with grossly exaggerating the evil and ignoring the 
good points of the settlement. But, warmly as we have defended 
the moral character of Shanghai when assailed by the Duke of 
Somerset, we cannot with equal confidence defend its sanitary cha- 
racter from the attack of Dr. Jamieson. He has certainly made 
out a strong case for prompt and vigorous action on the part of the 
municipal authorities.

BANGKOK. 

We have advices from this port to April 1, but no news of im- 
portance. From the Weekly Advertiser we learn that H.B.M.’s 
Consul General, T. G. Knox, Esq., has been appointed by H.E. the 
Spanish Ambassador Acting Spanish Consul. 

The King's steam yacht Imperatrice Eugenie passed down the 
river on March 22, having on board H.E. the Spanish Ambassador 
and suite, who expect soon to sail hence, the Ambassador having 
concluded the objects of his mission. Mr. Knox, H.B.M.’s Consul 
General, and Acting Spanish Consul, accompanied the Spanish 
Ambassador. 

On the 21st and 22nd March two extensive fires occurred at 
Banzkok, one of them very destructive. The buildings near the 
palace of H.R.H. the late Kroma Mun Mahesuen, with one ex- 
ception, were devoured Several lives have been lost. About 
three hundred houses were destroyed, and many of the poor are 
left homeless.

There has been an unusual number of deaths among 
the soldiers of the Ceylon Rifles stationed here, arising from 
a malady termed Beeree Beeree. The rest of the inhabitants, both 
Europe.n and natives, enjoy good health.

BATAVIA. 

The news of the projected telegraph between Singapore and 
Java has given rise to a good deal of discussion. In the Java 
Bode we find the following article on the debate which took 
place last November in the Second Chamber of the States General 
on the subject of telegraphic communication :— 

“The Minister of the Colonies said that amongst the applica- 
tions for concessions witout subsidy, he had met with two for 
connecting directly Ceylon with a point on the west coast of Java 
(about Anjer) and a line direct to the west coast of Australia. 
Now, Mr Speaker. I have disposed of all these applications pro- 
visionally within the last few days, and have intimated to the two 
applicants last referred to that the Government would give per- 
mission to them on certain conditions, but without any exclusive 
coucessiong, to land a cable on Java from Ceylon in connection 
with the ordinary Telegraphic System. A term is stipulated, on 
expiry of which the permission is to be withdrawn if not acted 
upon in the meantime. We must now wait the result.” 

Subsidy or no subsidy—Java to be taken up in the British 
Australian Telegraph hire with or without money—that was the 
question. In appropriate terms the Minister would have expressed 
himself thus :—“ My financial conscience revolts against subsidy 
unless wien it is unavoidable.” Call the subsidy “ Bertram,” Mr. 
Vun Bos-ce (Finance Minister) “ Alice,” and Mr. de Waal (Minister 
of Colonies) “ Robert,” and it is as if it stood thus :—Alice wont 
have that I, Robert, meddle with Bertram. 

We who heartily wish to see the British Australian line carried 
out, require to keep that starting point in view. But the Opposi- 
tion of the Minister reached its crowning point, when, in followin: 
the flight of Mr. Fransen van de Putte in his speech, he entered 
with him into a learned discussion as to the commercial importance 
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of Singapore, Mr. Van de Putte had put on the wings of the 
eagle, and had favoured the Chamber with one of his most pro- 
found prophetic glances into the world of commerce—in short, 
he became sublime. “The importance of connecting Java with 
Sing.pore,” he had said, “was nearly as great as that of con- 
necting British India with Europe, for,” he added, “Singa- 
pore is the centre of the entire Freight and Exchange trade 
of the East.” The temptation to answer lyric with lyric 
was now too strong for the Minister. “The honourable mem- 
ber”—he began quite drily, but with the intention of soaring 
gradually higher and higher, “The honourable member has 
reminded me that I am still in his debt for a reply as to the great 
value of a connection with Singapore. According to him Singapore 
is the general regulator of commercial matters in the Indian 
Archipelago. I can by no means admit this. There is at the 
resent moment to be discerned an evident striving to break Java 

[eos from Singapore, and I have more sympathy with that desire 
than that we should be continually dependant upon that English 
free port, and it is just on that account that I am the more 
favourably disposed to the applications for concessions that [ 
have referred to, and which propose to connect Ceylon direct 
with Java, and Java direct with Australia without includin 
Singapore; we shall at all events make a trial with them. { 
consider it most damaging, both in a political and commercial 
point of view, to subscribe to the idea that Singapore is to be the 

rmanent ‘emporium of commerce in the Indian Archipelago. 
No: this is what Batavia must be and can be, if we only regulate 
our mercantile laws accordingly.” Thus, in that memorable 
sitting of the Chamber did these two colonial reforming eagles 
stride away heavenwards on their politico-commercial stilts, with 
the pale sun of a November day in their faces. 

Take these words of the minister for good coin, and nothing can 
come of the telegraphic connection with Singapore, of which the 
Java Courant of o5th March opens to us the prospect, The “ quar 
ter altogether worthy of credit” from which that Government 
paper received this joyful communication will turn out not to be 
worthy of credit. “All the necessary preparatory measures having 
been completed” will end in a disgraceful retractation, for not 
only does the Minister feel more syinpathy for a telegraphic con- 
nection between British India and Australia which leaves out 
Singapore, but, if it depended only upon him, he would work 
against any connection va Singapore. Where, in the latter times, 
has there ever been discerned an evident striving to break Java 
loose from Singapore? Well, then, if any such desire does exist, 
the Minister. who is essentially a man of the present day, and 
quite up to his day, will assuredly do all he can to promote this 
most laudable desire for emancipation. Away with Singapore! 
Ceylon for ever ! 

But had it not been for “ Alice”—we repeat it—Robert would 
have sung a different song. That is what gives us confidence in 
the tidings communicated by the Java Courant. Now that the 
shares of the British Australian Company are all subscribed for, 
and that that Company can do without the Dutch subsidy ; now 
that in case of need, and in event of opposition on our part, that 
Company is empowered to lay a submarine cable direct from 
Singap»re to Port Darwin, giving Java the go-by, all these un- 
friendly words of his Excellency must just be regarded as never 
having been spoken. Had the British Company been inclined to 
recompense evil for evil, it might have answered Mr. de Waal’s 
“ without including Singapore ” with an equally hostile and nar- 
row-minded “without including Java.” But it is still a fortunate 
circumstance that on opening Pandora’s Box there is found, be- 
sides a little hope, also some generosity remaining on the extth, 
or, if you will rather have it so, it is indeed fortunate that there 
exist certain social interests in common which make it easy for 
Ministers and Companies, patrons and private individuals, to be 
generous. 

We have already confessed our unbelief in the Dutch Steam- 
boat Company (which proposes to establish a steam communica- 
tion direct with Holland through the Suez Canal) We desire 
pow to renew our expression of confidence in the British Aus- 
tralian Telegraph Company, and the reason for that difference is, 
not that we accept the Java Courant as gospel, but that we put 
more faith in an enterprise with eight millions of guilders than 
in an undertaking which has nothing else to show than a pam- 
phlet. Ard now, if there is anyone whose feelings of patriotism 
revolt at the idea that Netherlands India should get a telegraph 
cable to Singapore, and again another such cable to Port Darwin, 
without paying a farthing for it, our advice to him is to write to 
London and take as many shares in the English Company as his 
love of country may dictate. 

Respecting the proposed Exhibition to be held at Batavia the 
Java Bode gives the following further particulars :— \ 

We are enubled to state that the efforts of the Cummi-siun ad’ 
hoc for an exhibition of the works of ancient and modern artists, 
to be held in the buildings of the Botanical and Zoological Gar- 
den here. has thus far been crowned with a wished-for result, as 
from many sources important contributions have been promised, 60 
that now fully two hundred paintings in oil colours aud some par- 
ticularly fine engraving, besides a collection of Photographs of 
the paintings of living masters, will be forthcoming. [he suc- 
cessful bringing about of the Exhibition thus assure. th. com- 
mission has fixed the period of sending contributions to be from 
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the 25th of March to the 25th of April ; while the opening of the 
Exhibition for the members and for contributors will take place 
on Monday, April 18, at nine in the morning, at the close of a 
matinee musicale, to commence at seven a.m. For the general 
public the Exhibition will be opened on the following day, charge 
of one guilder each being made for admission for grown persons, 
and half a guilder each for children. 











SUMATRA. 

The Sumatra Courant of the 15th March says:—“We learn 
that in a short time an armed demonstration will have to be taken 
against the island of Nias, where some chiefs are waging a fierce 
warfare. A certain chief in the Batta lands had assumed a war- 
like attitude in consequence of some slaves escaping from his rule 
and taking refuge among the Battas under the Dutch rule. He 
sent to demand the refugees, but the demand was refused, and he 
forthwith commenced to make reprisals and hostile incursions, 
even carrying off people into slavery. An armed expedition will 
have to be sent out to bring him to reason and proper terms.” 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 


—_—O— 
SINGAPORE. 
From this port our advices are to the 7th April. The outward 
English mail of Feb. 25 was received there on the 3lst March. 


An adjourned meeting was to be held after the departure of the 
mail, to take into consideration the despatch of Governor Ord. 
Some difference of feeling existed upon the subject, it being 
thought, apparently by a minority, that a sufficient expression 
of opinion had already been given by the Straits Association of 
London. Other and more occult influence seemed to be at work. 

We take the following from the Singapore Daily Times :— 

The question of the Waterworks, which will come before the 
Legislative Council during the ensuing session, will be about the 
first one of any real public utility that it has had to deal with, 
and will, it is to he hoped, receive a fair and impartial considera- 
tion. We have the advantage of knowing beforehand what his 
Excellency’s views are on the subject ; he thinks that it should be 
undertaken at the expense of the Municipality, and not of the 
Government. The Municipal Commissioners, on the contrary, 
deem the Government bound to carry out the undertaking of the 
Indian authorities, and bring a good supply of water to the foot 
of Fort Canning Hill, whence the Municipality are willing to dis- 
tribute it over the town. A great deal of correspondence has passed 
between the Commissioners and the Government on the subject,and 
a number of schemes submitted, only one of which has received 
the approval of the Commissioners,—that of the Colonial Engineer 
forZbringing the water through iron pipes, laid in the present 
conduit, to the foot of the hill in front of the ice house, whence it 
is proposed to be distributed over the town by means of stand- 
pipes. This is not only the simplest and most economical of all 
the schemes submitted, but is one exactly suited to the require- 
ments of the place. We are not so sanguine, however, that it will 
be so considered by the Council. 

The China Mai gives publicity to a rumour that Mr. Dean 
the Superintendent of the Hong Kong Police, has been appointe 
Commissioner of Police for the Straits Settlements. We are not 
yet aware that the post is vacant, and therefore deem the report 
rather doubtful. 

With reference to the feeling manifested in Java with 
to the question of telegraphic communication, the Daily Times 
says :—It seems that among a section of Dutch politiciane—in- 
cluding the Minister of Colonies—a considerable jealousy of Sin- 
gapore has been evidenced on the question of the extension of the 
telegraph to Java, and a strong effort has been made, and, so far 
as we may judge from the Janguage of the Minister, is still mak- 
ing to connect the west end of Java by a direct submarine line 
to Ceylon, thus avoiding connection with Singapore. The chief 
obstacle to the realisation of this direct line to Ceylon probably 
lies in the fact that the Australian Telegraph Company is no longer 
& conjectural project, but a capitalised undertaking, bound to be 
carried through, whatever discouragement be offered to it in Hol- 
land ; and moreover, it does not seem that, with all his desire for 
an independent cable, the Minister for the Colonies is in 
&@ position to subsidise the scheme with a grant from the 
Imperial treasury, and we don’t think private enterprise would 
be inclined to take it in hand on its own merits. It is im- 
possible to deny the patriotic enthusiasm of the Minister who 
refuses to accept the supremacy, even in a commercial sense 
of a neighbouring Power, and in his assurance that Batavia and 
not Singapore must be the permanent emporium of commerce in 
the Eastern Archipelago, the Netherlands traders in Java may 
find some hope for bright days in the future. But we fear beyond 
the circle of his own countrymen, and even among them only the 
most sanguine, the brilliant picture he draws will be viewed rather 
as one of what might have been than what may be. With a start 
of two centuries, with a position not much less central, and 
with the advantage of a large inland industry at its back, 
Batavia has seen ebb away from her shores to those of 
this island that trade whichjit is now sought to regain for her. 
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Singapore may owe much to its geographical position, but who 
will say what the relative positions of the two places would have 
been had Dutch conservatism earlier yielded to the irresistible 
force of free-trade? Half a century ago had Batavia been thrown 
open to the ships and trade of all nations, and had the internal 
Government of Java been reconstituted, and become the preserver 
of order and the guardian of trade, instead of the taskmaster and 
tax-gatherer of Holland—even had the reforms now realised been 
realised then—the aspirations of the Colonial Minister at the 
Hague might not have been far from realisation. But it is now 
too late. Nor will an obstinate ignoring of the claims of Singa- 
re, and @ refusal to co-operate in progress that will benefit both, 
Feces it will not benefit Java only, tend to repair the evils of the 
ast. 
We are given to understand that the Prussians have turned 
their attentions from Pulo Tioman to Pulo Tingih as a desirable 
locality for a coaling station for their navy steamers, &c. There 
can be little if any doubt that both they and the Austrians are 
alive to the propriety,of having a few possessions and places of call 
in this part of the world which they may call their own. Well 
selected and well handled, such stations might prove to be the 
germs of prosperous colonies. 


GOVERNOR ORD’S DESPATCH. 

Some adverse criticism having been passed on the reply of the 
Straits Association to the above despatch, in respect of the omis- 
sion from the latter of Clause 20, we are asked to state that no 
such clause existed in the copy 2s received from the Colonial- 
office, the numbers running from 19 to 21. Probably the error 
was a mero clerical one on the part of the copyist at the Colonial- 
office, but it was one which the Association was not at liberty to 
rectify. They were bound to present an exact copy of the docu- 
ment sent them. It was impose for them to say but that a clause 
No. 20 really existed in the original, in which such indisputable 
evidence was given of Governor Ord having lost both his senses 
and his temper, that Lord Granville in mercy withheld it.

IMPORTS. 


Hrogo anp Osaka.—The high price of grain, and the limited supply 
of native produce, have had a somewhat depressing influence upon the 
import trade, which, with the exception of the single article of Rice, was 
less active than usual at the time of the year. Stocks of staple Cottons 
were, however, moderate, and prices of these were fairly maintained. Grey 
Shirtings improved during the early part of the month, but had since lost 
a portion of the advance, and closed weak at quotations. Cotton Yarn 
had been in fair demand throughout, and at the close more inquiry existed, 
with nominal stocks. Black Velvets and Turkey Reds slightly lower, 
owing to arrivals, but the latter were still in request. Victoria Lawns 
continued to attract attention at improving rates. With the exception of 
Taffachelass, good patterns of which were saleable, other Cottons were 
comparatively neglected. Orange Camlets were still asked for, and there 
was a demand for Green; other colours dull and lower. Figured Or- 
leans maintained their value. Black Lustres continued to find buyers at 
fair rates. A few small sales of Black Cloth reported, but these goods, as 
well as Blankets, were almost entirely neglected. Quotations:—Cotton Yarn, 
Nos. 16 to 24, per bale, $168; 28 to 82, $175 to 176; 38 to 42, $185 
to 190; GE Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., 384 yds. 39 in., per piece, $2.75;

Grey Shirtings had met with a moderate in- 
quiry at a reduction of 24 centa per piece; 7 Ibs. maintained previous 
value. The demand for Yarn had been but small, and the few lots quitted 
established a decline on last rates. Fancy Cottons had been generally dull, 
excepting Dyed Brocades, which were occasionally inquired for. Woollens 
continued neglected.

Stocks were getting low, and a feeling existed that ere 
long holders would obtain their own rates, viz., Tls. 2.30 per piece, ordi- 
nary delivery. There were few 71h. goods on offer, and an advanee of Ic. 
per piece had been established. The demand for the heavy makes was 
languid, and the market exbibited a drooping aspect. White Shirtings 
unchanged in value ; purchasea to a fair extent reported. T-Cloths lower, 
and if holders continued to thrust their stocks on the market, a atill lower 
range of prices would be the result. About 40,000 pieces had changed 
bands during the week at reduced rates. Fine Mexican 18 by 18 7 Ib. 
goods placed at Tis. 1.76 to 1.80 per piece. Chop Dollar sold at Tls. 1.85 
per piece. Drills: No change to notice in these goods; sales trifling and 
rates slightly easier. Fancy Cottone: Spotted Shirtings, Brocades, Tur- 
key Reds, Chintzes, and Handkerchiefs, had all been inquired for at former 
quotations ; little business had resulted. A sale of Dyed Damasks reported 
at Tls. 465. Other kinds of Fancies without change. Woollens were in no 
better position than last reported. Long FE'ls, indeed, were worse, and 
quoted fully 5c. per piece lower. C.P.H. Scarlets were being offered 
by the silkmen, who accepted them in barter, at Tis. 5.90 per piece; 
a parcel of well-known chop assorted had been forced off at Tle. 5.70 
per piece, Camlets, Lastings, Crapes, and Spanish Stripes remained 
as last quoted, with a dull market. Figured Orleans had declined 
in value, and quotations for them must be considered nominal. Metals—

COCHIN CHINA AND SIAM PRODUCE. 

Sarcon.—Rice: Soon after departure of last mail prices had not only 
regained their former position but reached even the figure of $2.15. Sab- 
sequently prices were for a moment weaker and $2.10 was willingly 
accepted, but in spite of the daily decreasing amount of shipping and the 
want of money which was generally felt, the balk of the business bad been 
done at $2.12}, and contracts passed at $2.08. Long Vinhlong 
Grain : Several transactions at $1.83 to 1.90, but the market 
having been fairly supplied with this grain, prices receded to $1.70.

Cocoa-nut Oil very scarce, at $11 per pical. Gamboge: No stocks om 
hand ; nominally, $62 per picul. 

BancGKok. —The following is from the Borneo Company's report, dated 
March 26:—Business bas been somewhat interfered with during the 
greater part of this month, owing to the ceremonies attendant upon the 
cremation of the late Supreme King ; and although these are now over, we 
are not likely to have a very steady market till the first week in April, by 
which time the Siamese New-Year holidays will be completed. Rice: 
Owing to the very favourable accounts from China and Japan, the Chinese 
are eager buyers of Namuan Mill cleaned Rice at $1.22} to 1.25 per pical, 
and of Nasuan Mill cleaned Rice at $1.40 to 1.45 per pical, pat on board 
in the river in mat bags. Our rates for paddy have not as yet advanced, 
and we believe that prices of rice will again give way after the holidays 
unless the arrivals from China are excessive. White Rice is worth Tis, 56 
per coyan ($1.85 per picul f.o.b. in mat bags). Paddy: The new Namuaan 
grain now begins to come to market, though somewhat scaatily, at Tis. 25 
to 26 per coyan. Supplies of Nasuan are abundant at Tis. 33} to 334 per 
eoyan. Sugar is taken for Bombay at Tis, 9$ per picul ($6.21 per picul f.0.b.}. 
Bown comes to market slowly, and is worth Tis. 54 per picul (3.68 per pical 
f.0.b.). Sapanwood is neglected at our former quotations. Sticklac : Stocks 
are sufficient for loca] use only, and we are not likely to have supplies tilt 
June or July when the waters up eountry admit of produce coming down. 
Teelseed : First supplies may be expected in June. Gum Benjamin 's 
scarce, and worth ‘Ils. 125 per picul for first quality. Gamboge: A 
parcel of 10 piculs, No. 1, has been placed at Tis. 91 per picul. Baffalo 
Horns are in fair request at Tis. 15 per picul. Baffalo Hides mre in little 
demand at Tis. 11 per picul ($7.78 per picul f. 0, b.). Black Pepper : 
The first boats ought to arrive at our market in a very few weeks.

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TEA SALES. 
(PRODUCE MARKETS REVIEW.) 


The large quantities of Tea brought forward for public sale last week 
has almost wholly occupied the attention of the dealers, and as usual, 
when heavy sales are progressing, the market has been dull. Altoge- 
ther, nearly 50,000 packages have been brought forward in the sales, 
but of this large quantity a very considerable proportion is extremely 
low Tea, some of which has realised from 3d. to 7d. per lb.—a fall of 
about 1d. or 1$d.—but very few dealers would have been interested 
in this so-called Tea, however low it might have sold. The parcels of 
leafy Tea which realised from 5d. to 7d. were, many of them, very 
objectionable, and closely resembled in appearance and water the article 
known as “ Maloo mixture.” Good common Congou has realised prices 
fully equal to those paid by private contract prior to the sale. Some 
parcels, containing a large proportion of Dust, brought 113d. to 11}, 
but similar Tea, leas dusty, sold at 113d. and 1s. Nearly the whole 
of the parcels of good to fine Tea have reserved prices affixed to them, 
but, as these are generally placed too high, in nine cases out of ten the 
parcels are withdrawn. The greater portion of the Green Tea offered 
at sale being of low quality, the sales have gone flatly, and generally at 
aslightreduction. The character of most of the Scented Capers brought 
forward was also very common, and prices raled from 34d. to 10d. The 
effect of the heavy public sales has been to a great extent counter- 
balanced by the small quantity of Tea placed on the market for sale 
by private contract. The few transactions reported have been chiefly 
in common Congon, at 114d. to 1s. At these prices there is a general 
feeling that purchases may be made without risk, especially as shippers 
and outside dealers are known to be desirous of operating at a slight 
decline. The limited business transacted in the better grades of Con- 
gou has been at steady prices. There is an almost entire absence of 
fine Congou, as may be inferred from the fact that two parcels of 
Moning were offered at public gale this week, at the reserved prices 
of 2s. 8d. and 2s. 5d., and although these prices were not obtained in 
sale, we believe that transactions have taken place in the better parcel 
at 2s. 7d.

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COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
COUCHMAN V. SILLAR AND ANOTHER. 


The plaintiff in this case, in June, 1868, apprenticed his aon to Messrs. 
Sillar and Bateman, who were general and colonial brokers, and paid a 
premium of £99 19s, The term was for two years, and in the course 
of that time Mr. Sillar retired from the business, which was thence- 
forth carried on by Mr. Bateman. The plaintiff thereupon sued to 
recover damages upon the ground that the defendants, by dissolving 
partnership, had broken their covenant that they would jointly teach 
the plaintiff's son their business. The question raised for the Court 
upon demurrer was, whether, under these circamstances, the plaintiff 
was entitled to maintain his action. 


The Court held that the dissolution of partnership disabled the de- 
fendants from being able to perform their covenant, and, therefore, that 
the plaintiff could recover. 


Judgment for the plaintiff. 


Tre Cuova ConvENTION Ax THE INDIAN RevENUE.—The Globe says : 
—“Fortunately for the Indian Government, Sir Rutherford Alcock’s 
convention with the Chinese Government is not to be ratified. Al- 
ready last year the opium revenue in Bengal declined to the amount of 
£332,740, and in the Budget for the present year, in consequence of 
the increasing cultivation of the poppy in China, the loss of a whole 
million sterling, or one-eighth of the entire income from this source, 
is allowed for. Had the Peking Government been permitted to col- 
lect the increased import duty of the drug, as consented to by Sir 
R. Alcock, even this allowance would have been absurdly inadequate, 
and thus would a further difficulty have been thrust upon the Indian ex- 
chequer at a time when the deficits of the two last years together 
amount to nearly three millions and a-half and the income-tax stands 
at eightpence in the pound.” 

Tae Nassau, surveying ship, Commander W. Chimmo, fitting at 
Devonport, is to be ready for sea on the 15th inst. She will proceed 
to Singapore, via the Suez Canal. 
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THE Cologne Gazette says that a Californian eavant named Hanlay 
has created a great agitation in San Francisco, by pointing out, in a 
recent work, that there were Chinese in the country a thousand yeara 
before the Spaniards. Several German papers have thereupon re- 
marked that as long as five-and-twenty years ago Professor Neumann, 
of Munich, produced proofs from Chinese sources, of the discovery of 
America by that people. Earlier atill, Desguignes affirmed that Chinese 
books spoke ofa land in the East which can have been no other than Ame- 
rica. Neumann even brings to light an account of the travels of a 
Chinese monk and missionary to the realm of Fusang. That Fusang 
must mean Mexico is evident from the details given by the monk re- 
specting the geographical position and products of the country. Among 

ese he mentions a tree of which the shoots were eaten, the bark 
made into cloth and paper, and the sap made into an intoxicating 
drink. This is the Maguey, or great Chinese aloe, which is still used 
for these purpoges. This monk went to Mexico in a.D. 499 according to 
our reckoning, but not as the first missionary, for five monks were sent 
there to spread the doctrine of Buddha in 458. What Mr. Hanlay 
farther says respecting the similarity of certain customs among the 
Aztecs and Chinese, and the working of Buddhism upon the religion 
of the former, was also previously known. The list, however, is new 
which he gives of cognate Aztec and Chinese words. 


* [orp Dzrsy ov re Consunar Ssrvice.—Lord Derby has been 
examined before the Diplomatic and Consular Services’ Committee. 
With respect ‘more especially to the Consular Service, the noble earl 
remarked that it had always been held to be perfectly open, while as 
to the general principle upon which diplomatic appointments should 
be made, it wasa good rule that a man should begin at the bottom, and 
rise toa certain position. There were, however, occasions on which it 
might be advisable to employ outsiders, but these should be the ex- 
ception and not the rule. In a previous examination, his lordship 
gave information regarding the cost and value of the smaller Furopean 
missions. He has not yet alluded to the China service, but will pro- 
bably do g0 on a {uture occasion. 


Mz. CaisHotm Anstey rn Trousie.—On the 12th ultimo Mr. Chis- 
holm Anstey, while defending a prisoner at the Criminal Sessions of 
the Bombay High Court, was committed for contempt by the judge, 
Sir Charles Sargent. At the close of the case the judge said, Mr. 
Anstey, I committed you in order to maintain peace and quietneas in 
the Court. That object has been attained, and there is no occasion for 
detaining you further, and you may therefore consider yourself dis- 
charged and the matter at an end. To this Mr. Anstey replied, “It 
shall not end with me,” and left the Court. 


Deata oF a Japanese Srupent.—Under the heading ‘Eastern 
Ashes to Western Dust,” the New York Times gives a circumstantial 
account of the death and funeral obsequies of Kusakabe Taro, one of 
a number of Japanese students at New Branswick College, New J ersey. 
He died of consumption at the early age of twenty-two, the fatal 
termination being hastened by exceasive mental application. He is 
said to have been much liked and respected, and the funeral was 
attended by an extraordinary number of persons. 


In our issue of the 11th ult. we noticed a report that Captain Chandos 
8. Stanhope, now serving in China, would be offered the post of Private 
Secretary to the First Lord of the Admiralty, vacant by the advance- 
ment to flag-rank of Rear-Admiral Seymour. This report turns out to 
have been correct, the offer having been made by telegram to Captain 
Stanhope within the past few days. Should he refuse it—which is im- 
probable, as he has been absent from England for nearly four years—it 
will probably be offered to Captain Tryon, C.B. 


Messas. Suita, Exper, and Co. announce as preparing for publica- 
tion, in two volumes, Journeys in North China, Manchuria, and 
Eastern Mongolia, with some Account of Corea, by the Rev. Alexander 
Williamson.

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Foreign Fntelligence. 
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GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsoure, May 3. 

The Zollverein Parliament was opened last week by the Minister 
Delbruck, President of the North German Chancellor's Department, 
in the absence of Count Bismark, who was suffering from an attack 
of the yellow jaundice, and onable to attend. Dr. Simson was elected 
President, and Prince Hohenlohe, the late Prime Minister of Bavaria, 
Vice-President. Some preliminary buainees having been disposed of 
—among which was the Treaty of Commerce between the German 
Zollverein and the United States of Mexico, which received the rati- 
fication of the Parliament—the great busineas of the session was 
brought forward in the shape of a Bill authorised by the Zollverein 
Council for effecting certain changes and modifications in the tariff 
of Custom-house duties. The principal features of the Bill area de- 
cided step in the right direction of free trade, as they include the abo- 
lition of the last remaining export duty (on rags), the repeal of the 
import duty on rice and various similar articles of consumption, and 
the reduction of the import duty on raw iron to a nominal sum of 2d. 
per 100 Iba., to be retained for statistical control. As an equivalent 
for these concessions the Bill claims a trifling increase of twenty-five 
groschens, or about 2s. 6d. per cwt. in the duty of coffee, which, being 
only one-quarter of a groschen per Ib., can have no appreciable effect 
on the retail price or on the general conaumption. Notwithstanding 
this, however, the proposal has stirred up considerable opposition 
both in and ont of Parliament, especially at Berlin, where petitions 
against the increase of the coffee duty are being extensively circulated 
an signed by the old women of both sexes in the ‘‘ Metropolis of 
Intelligence,” as the inhabitants of Berlin love to call that city. 

Baron von Philipsborn, the Postmaster-general of the North-German 
Confederation, has resigned that influential and lucrative appointment 
to accept a still more beneficial post in a private establishment—a sort 
of Credit Foncier—that has just been formed. His last official act wag 
to sign with Mr. Page (on behalf of the British Post-officc) on the 25th 
ult. the new postal treaty with England, by which the postage of a 
single letter between the two countries will be reduced from sixpence 
to threepence, and other postal facilities afforded. But that part of 
the treaty that will have the greatest interest for your German readers 
in the Far East ie the arrangement made for forwarding the overland 
mail through Germany for shipment at Brindisi, by which it is in the 
power of the British Post-office to avail itself of this facility at any 
future period. There is also another item of the treaty that your 
readers will hail with joy, as under the present system there is a 
break in the connection at Alexandria; and whatever amount of postage 
may be paid on a letter in India, China, or Australia, destined for this 
city or auy other part of Germany, and directed “via Trieste,” or “nia 
Maraeilles,” it is impossible to frank a letter all the way to its deatina- 
tion, and the postage from Alexandria has to be paid by the receiver. 
By the new treaty this inconvenience will cease, and the letters for 
Germany be delivered up at Alexandria to the North-German Post- 
office about to be opened in that city. The treaty is to come into 
operation on the 1st of July next. 

A pamphlet on the organisation of the armies of Europe, from the 
pen of a distinguished Prussian general officer, has lately been pub- 
lished at Berlin, and not only created a great sensation in military 
circles, but also formed a subject for criticism in the press, especially 
in foreign journals, who can understand it very imperfectly, as for 
most of them the German language is a sealed book. Thus the Jn- 
dependance Belge demands that Prorsia should take the lead in a ge- 
neral disormament, as the North German Army, by the statements 
contained in the above pamphlet, is larger on its peace establishment 
than that of any other country on its war footing. Other papers quote 
the pamphlet to prove their agsertion that the army of North Ger. 
many is as numerous as the whole forces of France and Austria com- 
bined, with other egregious and ridiculous misstatements. The real 
truth, however, is, as the writer demonstrates by official figures, that 
the German Army on the peace footing is only 300,000 strong, but 
that in time of war it can be brought up to 944,326 men, and be made 
ready to move in any direction at a fortnight’s notice. On the other 
hand, it ig as clearly shown that the French standing army, including 
the troops in Algeria and at Rome, ia at present 448,711 men under 
arme, which can be raised in war-time to 1,028,930, including the 
Garde Mobile. And, finally, it is proved from official statistics that 
the peace catablishment of Austria is 254,984 men, but which can be 
increased to a war footing of 800,000. 

With regard to the illness of Count Bismark, I may add that 
the real malady has disappeared, but left him in a state of great feeble- 
ness, which may prevent him from attending to business for a week or 
ten days longer. He is at his country seat at Varzin, whither he went 
with his family to pass the Easter holidays. 

The Crown Prince of Prussia is deriving much benefit from drink. 
ing the waters at Carlsbad, and will probably remain there a fortnight 
longer. 

COMMERCIAL. 

There is no alteration in the Tea market here ; prices remain steady, 
and a moderate amount of business has been done, among which may 
be mentioned the sale of 2,000 chests of Congou, and 178 ditto of 
Souchong. The proposed repeal of the duty on rice in the Zollverein 
bas caused that article to be held for higher prices. A cargo of 25,000 
bags of Siam has arrived from Bangkok, and is now in the market. 
Cassia Lignea is firm, though the importations direct continue large. 
There is a considerable demand for Pepper. but no alteration in the 
quotations. Spelter still thoroughly neglected, the nominal price 
being 125 marke Banco per centner, though a lower offer would pro- 
bably not be refased.

RUSSIA. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


Sr. Pererssora, April 29. 

The projected reform in the administration of the Police Depart- 
‘ment appears to be abandoned for the present; but the Minister of 
the Interior is empowered to appoint a special commission to investi- 
gate the subject further, and draw up a report, when, it is understood, 
it will be again brought forward in the Council of Ministers under the 
immediate presidency of the Emperor in person. 

The {mperial Geographical Society of this city is about to send a 
seientific mission to the Baltic provinces. The expediency of such a 
measure is claimed as an act of necessity to make a «earching inquiry 
into the social relations and ethnographical peculiarities of the differ- 
ent classes and nationalities from the standpoint of political economy 
in the present day, the more so as it is considered absolutely indis- 
| eooeel to calm public opinion in the home and foreign press, which 

now in such a state of excitement from the fanatical attempts of 
the old National party to Russify the German provinces and extin- 
guish the German language there and the Swedish in Finland, as they 
are attempting to do with the Latin in the Roman Catholic Charch, 
but which meets with such spirited opposition and indignation. No 
one can accuse me of entertaining any special proclivities in favour 
either of the Roman or Greek Catholic Church, but I must confess I 
sympathise with the former at being compelled, by a despotic suratch 
of the pen, to abandon the traditions of so many centuries, and con- 
gent to see euch beautiful compositions asthe Te Deum laudamus, De 
rofundis, Ave Maria, and similar pieces, which in their original 

tin scem interwoven with the Church service, lose all their beauty 
by translation into any foreign language—more particularly auch a 
barbarous and unmusical jargon ag the Ru-sian undoubtedly is. These 
remarks were engendered in my mind by the contemplation of an 
event that has just occurred at Wilna. which of course has made a 
great censation, und puts one in mind of the former persccution of the 
“noble army of martyrs.” or, in later times, the dogged firmness and 
constancy of Luther in burning the Papal bull. The case in point is as 
followa :—Piotrowitsch, the Dean of Wilma, having reccived severa! 
coptes for distribution of the Imperial ukase, ordering the perform- 
‘ance of the Roman Catholic Divine service and the translation of the 
Catholic Ritual into the Russian language, thus addressed his flock 
from the pulpit :—“ I rejoice to see you so numerously collected here 
to-day, my friends, as it is my duty, both as your pastor and in my 
-capacity ag an ordained priest of the Holy Church, to warn you in the 
most impressive manner of a great danger that is rapidly approach- 
ing. I am officially ordered to read out to you the Imperial ukase 
concerning the future use of the Russian language in the Catholic 
Church, and at the same time I received from the administrator of 
the diocese, the Suffragan Bishop Zylinsky, 142 copies of the ukase, 
and of the Russian translation of the Ritual. Of these 142 copies J 
have destroyed 149 at my private apartments, and only retained a 
single copy of each to destroy them in the same way before your eyes.” 
Here he lizhted a match, sct fire to the papers, and held them in his 
hand till they were consumed by the flame. After the performance 
of this act he continued to address his flock as follows :—“ The dan- 
ger, with regard to the means of violence by which you are to be 
forced into a state of schism, is all the more imminent as the heads of 
the diocese—viz, the Suffragin Bishop Zylinsky and the Prebendaries 
Nemkscha, Tupalsky, Herburtow—and all those who follow the in- 
_stractions received from St. Peteraburg, are traitors to the Church, 
and are now members of the Russian, so-called Orthodox faith, having 
betrayed the religion whose priests they hitherto were. Repose 
no faith or confidence in them, for they are mercenary renegades 
who have sold themselves for Iucre to Russia, and against whom | can- 
not sufficiently warn vou.” He then exhorted his hearers to hold fast 
ateadily to the Catholic religion, and concluded his address with these 
words : ‘‘ Fall down, then, on your knees, and swear before God that 
you will suffer death for the cause of our Holy Faith, as I, who now 
addre-s you for the last time, am ready to do. The conduct of the 
Russian Government must and will provoke the curse of exc-mmani- 
cation from the lips of the Holy Father; but in the meantime I, his 
servant, take upon myself in this sacred place to pronounce the curse 
in the name of his Holiness. I go with calmness to mcet the fate that 
‘may be in store forme.” After remaining a short time in the church 
to take an affectionate leave of his flock, Piotrowitach bastened home, 
wrote a short report to the Governor-General, Count Popatoff, of what 
the had done and aaid, and then sat down in expectation of his appre- 
hension, for which he had not to wait lopg, as he was immediately 
committed to prison, and will in all probability have in the course of 
time to make a forced march to Siberia. The capture, however, was 
not effected without some difficulty, as the whole of the parishioners 
had turned out to prevent it; and it was not until a battalion of in- 
fantry and a sotnie of Cosracks had made their appearance, and 
sixty civilians hud been more or less seriously wounded, that Pio- 
trowitsch was conducted to prison. On hia way thither some of 
his flock asked bim for a souvenir, and, having nothing elee to offer, 
he gave them his priestly garment, which was immediately torn into 
ahreds in the scramble, and those considered themselves fortunate 
who could get one of them. When then the Governor-General Pop- 
atoff telegraphed to St. Petersburg, reporting the cage and asking for 
inatructions wat todo with the dean and on what plea to bring a 
charge against him, the telegraphic reply was that in this case a trial 
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would be dispensed with, and the prisoner was to be sent ander escort 
to Tobolsk for banishment for life.

HOLLAND. 
(PROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrgrpam, May 4. 

During the last few days nothing has been heard respecting the 
Ministerial crisis, which, according to the Opposition papers, was se 
near at hand a fortnight since. The Amsterdam Courant stated that 
Colonel Weitzel, Commander of the 2nd Regiment of Infantry, would 
accept the portfolio ot the War Department, while other papers pab- 
lished the names of the succeasors to the Ministers of Foreign Affairs 
and of Juatice. But none of these predictions have been jastified ; 
on the contrary, the Nieuwe Rotterdamsche Courant declared some 
days ago that the rumours about a Ministerial crisis were entirely with- 
out foundation. And I indecd believe that there is no question at 
present of altering the Cabinet, Parliamentary business having come 
to a standetill. The members of the Second Chamber will not meet 
for the despatch of business before the 10th, and it ia stated that they 
will deal ag soon as possible with the Sugar Bill for Java ; but it is 
generally thought that the Minister of the Colonial Department will 
give a new form to the old Bill. with which the Liberals are, not 
without reason, very discontented. The Minister proposes to 
maintain all the old stipulations till the year 1878, and in the 
couree of the intervening years to make an end of the com- 
pulsory planting, by decrensing gradually the Jand belonging to 
the sugar manufacturers) This svstem is on the one side too 
Conservative, and on the other too Radical, It is too Conservative 
because there would be no alteration for the next eight years, while a¢ 
the same time it would #e inthe power of a Conservative Miniater, 
should his par‘y take the reins of Government, to prolong that term. 
On the other hand, it is too Radical, because it provides for no period 
of transition, which must influence badly upon the industry. The Bill 
laid before the members in 1866 was much more preferable. It pro- 
posed to alter the existing law at once, commencing with the sbolition 
of the forced labour system, and, when this should have been ac- 
complished, to apply the other necessary measure—viz., the decrease 
of the sugar manufacturer's lands. This Bill, however, as you are 
aware, did not become law; but the Liberal papers are still of opinion 
that it formed the only basis whereupon a regulation of the sugar 
culture can be eff-cted. Ifthe Minister does not alter his Bill in that 
way, itis quitecertain, the Handelshlad assures us, that the Liberals 
will reject it. the consequence of which will be that Mr. de Waal will 
have to resien. I, however, think that next mail I shall be able to 
give you the tenor of the altered Bill. 

One of our most eminent authors on Economie Politique has just 
published a memorandum which is of the highest interest. Mr. Wynne 
demonstrates that it is of the greatest urgency to reform our tariff in 
a free-trade sense ; that is, he wizhes protection to be entirely removed, 
and that import duties shall in future only be levied on those articles 
which have to pay excise, or those which cannot be prodeced in this 
country. The Dutch Treasury would lose by this alteration about 24 
millions of guilders, and to cover this amount Mr. Wynne proposes te 
levy an import duty on coffee of 10c. per kilogramme, which would 
produce f.2.200,000. In addition, he wishes to double the import duty 
on pepper and tea (from 25c. to 50c. per kilogramme), and to charge 
tobacco (notwithstanding that this article is aleo cultivated bere) with 
£.1.50 per 100 kilogrammes. Mr. Wynne is of opinion that the small 
duty to be levied on coffee would not injure the trade here. or the 
cu'tivation of this article in our colonies. I fear, however, that the 
whole plan is a mere chateau en Espagne. 

The Times of the 23rd of April contained a notice of the British 
Australian Telegraph Company, stating that satizfactory terms have 
been agreed upon between the Netherlands Government and the com- 
pany for permission to land cables on the Island of Java, and for the 
transmission of messages over the Government telegraphic system in 
that island, eo that the benefit of the Java traffic will be eecured to the 
company before the end of the current year. I have reason to believe 


| that this report will eventually prove correct, but it was, and etill is, 


premature. So much is certain, that the conceasion to constracta 
telegraphic communication between Singapore and Australia through 
a pare of the territory of Netherlands India, with permission to land a 
cable or cables in the neighbourhood of Batavia and on the East Coast 
of Java, has not as yet been granted. On the 26th of March the 
Miaisterof the Colonial Department. being interpellated on this subject, 
declared in the sitting of the Second Chamber that when the definitive 


| concersion is granted it will be publiched in the Staats Corerant, our 


official journal, and up to this moment nothing has appeared on the 
subject. 

Some weeks ago the most scandalous facts respecting the prisons 
in Java were published by the N/eusrs van den Dag. This paper stated 
that in the prison at Poewodadie 215 persons were confined, notwith- 
standing that there was only room for seventy five. This mat er has 
been discussed by our papers, and of course the Liberal journals urge 
the necessity of taking measurcs to build new prisons where necessary, 
and they blame in the most severe terms the Government which abo- 
lished corporal punishment without providing extra prison accommo- 
dation. It is very curiou, that the Conservatives, who always claim to 
mean so well by the Javanese, aesert that these facta prove them to 
have been in the right when they opposed the Liberal measure abolish- 
ing corporal punishment. They say that a Javanese prefers to receive 
a certain quantum of blows than to endure a term of imprisonment, 
and it was in the interest of the Dutch Treasury to maintain the first- 
named punishment, because some millions must now be expended im 
providing prisons. This, again, proves that the whole o;poeition 
against the Liberal colonial system is based upon a question of money. 

The Royal family is at this moment on iteannual visit to the ital, 
and, as usual, they will reside there for some dayz. Last Friday H.M 
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the laid the fret stom of one of the sluices of the 
canal by which Amsterdam will be brought into direct communication 
with the North Sea. Amongst the high personages present were 
Mesars. Geertaeema, Heemskerk Az, Schimmelpenninck, Fock, Van 
Bosse—all Ministers or ex-Ministers. Mr. Thorbecke was absent, owing 
to the recent logs of his wife. That eminent stateaman has gone to 
Germany, and it ia stated in some circles that he will return to this 
¢ountry only as a private person. Prince Henry has started for Luxem- 
burg, where he will stay about three weeks. The assertion of the 
Hague correspondent of the Temps, that a new Luxemburg question 
was on the ‘apis, is now proved to have been a hoax. 

According to the advice of Meesra. J. A. Kool, engineer, and of 
N. H. Henket, the Minister of the Colonial Department bas fixed that 
the width of the gauge for the line Batavia-Buitenzorg shall be 1.10 
meter instead of 1.45 meter, and that the weight of the rails is to be 
25 kilo. per meter instead of 35 kilo. The aim of these measures 
is to render the construction of railways cheaper, and to decrease the 
difficulties of laying the rails over mountains. It seems that an experi- 
ment is to be made in order to determine whether this economical 
plan will answer. 

The High Court is now dealing with a law suit, which has created 
the greatest interest in our commercial circles. An Arab, Sech Ab- 
dullah ben Awul ben Mohamed Boepeaid, shipowner at Sourabaya, was 
condemned by the High Court of Java to pay the Government a suin 
of f.61,120.94, because one of his vessels, laden with Government salt, 
was lost by the fault of the master. The Arab, however, made an ap- 
peal to our Court, and the case is now on the point of being decided. 

A general promotion has taken place amongst the officers of artillery, 
and several head officers have been pensioned. Ona great number of 
officers and soldiers who took part in the military expedition on the 
West Coast of Africa (November and December, 1869) was conferred 
the knighthood of the Military William Order. In remembrance of 
this expedition a man-of-war, just launched at Amsterdam, has been 
mamed the Guinea. The expedition is now on ite return home. 

The Amsterdam Union Burgerplicht is now dealing with a proposal 
to establish a league for reforming taxation in Java. To enable its 
members to give an opinion upon this proposal, it is in consideration 
to appoint some one experienced in Java affairs to review the taxes 
levied there before and since the island was brought under our rule. 

H.M. has granted permission tothe Assistant-Resident of Gorontalo 
(Menado), Mr. J. G. F. Riedel, to accept the decoration of ‘‘ Officier 
de I'Instruction Publique ” conferred on him by the Emperor Napoleon ; 
and to Dr. J. Huyvenaer, physician at Hong Kong, to accept the 
Order of Isabella la Cattolica of Spain. 

I have to record the death of Mr. David Bosski, ex member of both 
the Chambers of the States General. He died, aged seventy-six, at 
Amsterdam. 

You will remember that a good deal was said about the sea worthi- 
ness of H.M. steamer Argus, bound for the East India. Het Vader-

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UNITED STATES. 
THE LATE CHINESE MINISTER. 

On the 20th ult, a large number of citizens, representing the 
New York Chamber of Commerce and the Union Leazue Club, were 
received on board of the Silesia, at Hoboken, for the purpose of receiv- 
ing the remains. There were prevent on the occasion Geueral N. P. 
Banke, General McDowell, and General McClellan, beside numerous 

| private friends of the deceased Minister. The Boston City Councit 
was represented by Alderman F. W. Jacob and Councilmen Hollia, R. 
Gray, and F. Williams, and the Governor of Massachusetts by Adjutant- 
General Cunningham and Major Capello of his staff. At the time of 
the arrival of the escort on the Silesia, the gangway of the vessel was 
draped in mourning, the flags were at half-mast, and the officers and 
crew were assembled on the main deck, with heads uncovered. sur- 
rounding the coffin, which lay enclosed in a large i:lack case. studded 
with silver stars. An American flag also covered the coffin. An ad- 
dress was made by Mr. Wm. E. Dodge, President of the Chamber of 
Commerce, who said that, although it was only right that the illus- 
trious dead should receive marks of respect at the hands of ull citizens 
of New York. it was felt that anything like a procesxion or formal dis- 
play at this time would be unnecessary, and therefore they bad met in 
this quiet way. The ceremony of transferring the coffin to the revenne 
cutter was then performed by means of ropes and pulleys attached to 
the yard-arm. The remains were subsequently conveyed on board the 
steamer Providence, and were taken churge of by the Massachusetts 
escort, together with General Banks, Mr. Isaac Livermore, and Mr. E. 
L. Burlingame. The steamer afterwards sailed for Boston, and, on her 
departure, the flags on several vessels in the river and buy were placed 
at half-mast. Previous to the tran-fer of the body General Banks 
presented the regrets of the Vice-President, Speaker Blaine, and of 
the Congressional delegation from Maseachusetts, for being compelled 
to absent themselves from the ceremony on account of official business, 

The funeral of Mr. Burlingame took place on the 23rd ult. at Boston, 

At nine o'clock :n the morning the remains were taken from Faneuil 
Hall, and, escorted by the Independent Corps of Cadeta, were carried 
to the Arlington-street (Unitarian) church, were a very large crowd 
had assembled, completely blockiug the aisivs and passage ways, render- 
ing locomotion a matter of greatdifficulty. Ateleven o'clock the body 
was slowly borne into the church, while a dirze was chanted by the 
choir. Appropriate selections of Scripture were then read by the Rev. 
Dr. E. S. Gannett, and a hymn, written for the occasion by the t 
Whittier, was sung. The Rev. Dr. George W. Brigus, of Cambridge, 
then delivered an address ou the life, services and character of the de- 
ceaged. A procession was then formed which, leaving the church, pro- 
ceeded through Arlington-street, Beacon-street, Charles-atreet and 
Cambridge-street to West- Boston Bridge, and from thence in a direct 
line through Cambridge-port and Cambridge to Mount Auburn where 
the remains were finally interred. ___ 
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MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

So much has been written regarding the position and 
doings of Missionaries in China that the snhject has become 
stale, and even the title of this article may invoke an impa- 
tient exclamation from many readers. We do not however 
return to the subject without a reason. A Parliamentary 
paper just issued (China, No. 9, 1870) contains a mass of 
interesting correspondence respecting the question of the 
right of English Missionaries to acquire land and houses, or 
to reside in the interior of China. The correspondence ori- 
ginated in a letter addressed by the Baptist Missionary 
Society to Lord Ciarenpon asking for information as to 
these rights, and his Lordship forwarded this letter to Sir 
R. Aucock, requesting him to send materials for a reply. 
Sir RurHerrorp in his answer (dated Peking, March 12, 
1869) lays down the law thus:—(1) No British sub- 
ject has a right to buy, hire, or receive as a gift 
any land or building away from an open port — whe- 
ther for missionary purposes or otherwise—unless it can 
be shown that such a right has been secured to French 
Missionaries, in which case Englishmen might claim to share 
it under the “ favoured nation” clause. (2) It is true that 
in the Chinese text of Article III. of the French Treaty these 
words appear: “It is permitted to French Missionaries to 
“ yent and purchase land in all the provinces, and to erect 
“ buildings thereon at pleasure.” But then the Wrench ver- 
gion does not contain these words, or any to a similar effect, 
and it is distinctly stipulated that the French text shall in 
all cases govern ; 80 the words interpolated in the Chinese 
text are not binding. (3) A kind of prescriptive or permis- 
sive right has been allowed to grow up, by which land and 
houses might be acquired for missionary purposes, in a cer- 
tain way, and under certain conditions ; but these conditions 
are such as leave a prohibitive power in the bands of the 
local authorities. In fact, French Missionaries are allowed 
on sufferance to exercise in a limited degree the rights of 
internal residence, and the English can expect nothing more. 
Indeed, Sir R. ALcock adds, it is a question whether Her 
Masesty’s Government should demand for English Mission- 
aries even the same privileges that are claimed by the French, 
seeing that grave complications may ensue; and if the 
French are willing to take the consequences of these, that 
is no reason why the English Government should be obliged 
to do so. 

Such, briefly summed up, were the arguments of Sir R. 
Atcocg ; and ina short reply, the Secrerary for FoREIGN 
Arrairs expressed his entire concurrence in them. So the 
matter rested until July last, when Sir K. Atcock forwarded 
to the Foreign-office the letter addressed to him in that month 
by the Rev. J. Epxins and other Protestant Missionaries at 
Peking which has already been published, together with his 
own comments on the statements it contained. The Mission- 
aries urge that the hostility entertained by the Chinese 
to Protestant Missionaries is not directed against them as a 
class, but as foreigners. To which Sir Ruraerrorp replies, 
the expulsion of Mr. TayLor and his party was on purely 
Missionary grounds. They were known as Missionaries ; they 
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were plotted against, placarded, reviled, and assailed in that 
character, not as foreigners. The charge of killing children, 
taking out their eyes, é&c., is one only brought against Mission- 
aries, and it was by that cry the populace was raised against 
them when their expulsion was effected. This is certainly 
true enough. The Missionaries, again, complain that “ Com- 
“merce is put into the foreground as tke one only object of 
“ Great Britain in China,” and assert that this ought not to be, 
as one of its leading staples, opium, has so demoralising an 
effect. In reply to this, Sir RurHERFORD does not deny the de- 
moralising effects of opium, but shows that this is no argument 
why the Chinese should be forced against their will to grant 
land and houses to Missionaries. The Missionaries say (and 
we cannot help being a little amused at the cool way in 
which they lecture the Minister) that complications must arise 
from time to time in the opening up of this country to fo- 
reigners, and it rather becomes Her Masxsty's representatives 
in China to meet those difficulties, and to try every moral means 
to overcome them, than to advise retrogression in order to get 
rid of them. The Minister replies that if Missionaries per- 
sist in demanding protection while they knowingly risk such 
complications they necessitate armed intervention and the 
use of gunboats, measures which, in this very letter, they 
say are “ most abhorrent to their feelings.” In another part 
of their letter the Missionaries lay great stress on Mr. Bur- 
LINGAME’S announcement that China desires entire reciprocity 
in foreign intercourse, and argue therefrom that foreigners 
are entitled to as much liberty in China as Chinese are 
allowed in Western countries. Besides, Mr. BuRLINGAME ex- 
pressly invited Missionaries to plant the shining cross on 
every hill and in every valley, and why should they not ac- 
cept the invitation? The question is very drily disposed of 
by Sir RurwERFoRD :—“ As to Mr. Buruincame’s high-flown 
“ speeches, and the expediency of calling upon the uhinese 
“Government either to repudiate these promises or fulfil 
“ them, this has already been done, und the disavowal quickly 
“ followed.” In reply to other passages in the letter, the 
Minister argues that Missionaries may be perfectly right in 
coming to China, and yet not at liberty to do what they 
please ; not altogether right in seeking to prosecute their 
work in a way eminently calculated to produce disturbances 
and grave political complications, and rendering resort to 
force or to war in the end all but inevitable. But while 
pointing out that even the high nature of their calling cannot 
entitle them to be considered infallible, or always in the 
right, still he avers that he has never regarded them otherwise 
than as a class entitled to the highest praise. 

Sir RurHerrorD ALcocK concludes the despatch covering 
these documents as follows :—“ An article on ‘ Romanism in 
“ Szechuen,’ in the London and China Express, put side by 
“ side with a statement on Protestant Missions, contained in 
“Mr. AuasastTer’s Trade Report, speaking of the district 
“round Swatow, present a fair summary of disadvantages 
“ and advantages proved by experience to attend the labours 
“of Romanist and Protestant Missionaries in China under 
“ existing conditions, and for facility of reference I inclose 
“ them both, only observing that, as regards Mr. ALABASTER’S 
“statement it is incomplete, as no account is taken per 
“ contra of all the complications daily resulting from popular 
“ tumults, destruction of chapels, and attacks or outrages on 
“both Missionaries and converts all over the provinces with 
“ increasing frequency where Missions, Protestant or Roman 
“ Catholic, seek to establish themselves. This is in part sup- 
“ plied however by a subsequent despatch and inclosure from 
“ Swatow, reporting a new instance of popular wiolence 
“and official supineness while a Protestant MissLon was 
“ being attacked; copy of which I inclose.” This concludes 
the most important part of the correspondence, though 
it comprises also some letters exchanged between Lord 
CLARENDON and the Bishop of Victoria on the same and 
kindred topics. The impression left by an examination of it 
is that the Foreign-office may for the future be expected to 
follow strictly the dictum of Sir R. ALcock, approved by 
Lord CLARENDON, that English Missionaries taking up their 
residence in the interior of China must regard themselves as 
entirely on the sufferance of the local authorities.

the population of that colony in a very pleasant light. The 
Galatea was lying at anchor off Colombo, and the inhabitants, 
of whatsoever race—European, Singhalese, Tamil, and Ma- 
lay—were unanimous in their demonstrations of joy and in 
their eager and hospitable welcome. The great Galle Har. 
bour question, and every other subject of ordinary local 
importance, faded into insignificance before the one all-ab- 
sorbing fact—the QuEEn’s second son was in Ceylon! The 
intense enthusiasm that prevailed might almost lead one to 
believe that by this Royal visit the colonists felt themselves 
at length in some degree compensated and rewarded for the 
exemplary patience with which they have so long borne an ex- 
orbitant military contribution, and put up with a sham Legis- 
lative Council. It is, indeed, satisfactory to find that the keen 
sense of wrong that is undoubtedly felt among nearlyall classes 
in reference to the policy adopted towards Ceylon by the 
Home Government, has in no degree dulled the edge of their 
loyalty. Political differences sink out of sight before such 
loyalty as most British subjects feel towards their Sovereign 
and her family. It is pleasing to learn, and must be a source 
of much congratulation to the colonists, that no such petty 
jealousies and bickeriogs as arose out of the Duke’s visit to 
Singapore happened to mar the success of his tour in Ceylon. 
The manner of his reception at the two places exhibits a very 
marked contrast. At Singapore, the extraordinary conduct of 
the Governor had the effect of keeping the residents quite in 
the background, so that the distinguished visitor, on his 
landing, found nothing to receive him but a beggarly array 
of empty benches. At Colombo it was very different ; Sir 
HeErcutes Ropinson had wisely determined that the elite of 
the island should be present to do honour to the Royal guest, 
and so effectual were his arrangements to this end, that quite 
8 brilliant assemblage of the principal persons in Colombo 
greeted the Duke when he lauded, while the scene was gazed 
on by a crowd of many thousands of the native population. 
Again at the levée, and at the evening reception, everything 
ible was done by Sir Hercunes and Lady RosInson to 
ring into contact with the Duke all who had any claim to 
that honour, and the same spirit seems to have been infused 
into all the proceedings connected with his visit, and with 
the happiest results. 

The correspondents of the home papers have done full 
justice to the occasion, and The Times, Daily News, Standard, 
Pall Mall Gazette, &c., all had letters containing glowing 
accounts of the festivities. In almost all these the Royal 
visit is represented as having passed off without a single 
drawback ; indeed, what with receptions, balls, illuminations, 
loyal addresses, and sporting excursions (the elephant kraals 
especially being a description of sport such as could be 
witnessed in no other part of the world), the Duke’s recep- 
tion in Ceylon ought to leave as favourable an impression 
on his mind as any of his previous experiences. But, if the 
correspondent of the Pall Mall Gazette is to be believed, 
some little doubt is felt as to the nature of the impression he 
has left behind. The natives are mostly disappointed that 
the appearance and manner of his Royal Highness did not 
bear out their Oriental idea of what a great Prince should 
be ; but this is not all. It seems that the Duke, doubtless 
somewhat biasé and weary of homage, treated with some de- 

of indifference the endeavours made to amuse him, and 
that, doubtless by some mistake, he neglected to make a 
proper recognition of the almost superhuinan efforts of the 
European official and native gentlemen —conducted, too, at a 
heavy cost to themselves in many instances—to do him 
honour, when a pleasant word or a smile would have been 
invaluable. No doubt (as the Pall Mall correspondent ob- 
serves) the omission was unintentional, aud when he hears of 
it he will be as sorry as anyone else ; still, it is none the less 
to be regretted. 





AMERICAN STEAMERS AND ENGLISH MAILS. 

WE have already informed our readers that in March last 
a despatch was sent from the Foreign-office to Her Ma- 
JEsty's Minister at Washington, instructing him to ascertain 
why the Pacific Mail steamers had been prohibited by the 
United States Government from conveying the English mails 
between China and Japan. The answer to this inquiry (sent 
in consequence of the representations made in the London and 
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wherein the following explanation ‘is conveyed., It seems 
that in March, 1869, a reciprocal arrangement was entered 
into, by which the U.S. mail packets were to carry English 
mails tree from Hong Kong to Yokohama, and the P. and 
O. vessels were to carry American mails free from Yokohama 
to Shanghai, whenever it might appear that any time could. 
thus be saved The one was intended to counterbalance the 
other, and in neither case did the agreement apply to the 
return voyage. In July last it terminated altogether by 
the discontinuance of the P. and O. line between Shanghai 
and Yokohama, since which time the United States postal 
authorities have claimed full postage on any English mails 
put on board their steamers. 

This is by no means satisfactory, for it holds out no expec- 
tation of a renewal of the facilities thus withdrawn ; but Mr. 
Maeniac, M.P., who has communicated with Lord CLarENDON 
as to the great inconvenience arising from their absence, has 
intimated that in the event of the persons interested being 
able to suggest a remedy, he will again address his Lordship 
on the subject. It is to be hoped some expedient will soon 
be devised to improve the very defective means of mail com- 
munication between the ports in the north of China and 
Japan. 


WE understand that arrangements are in progress between 
the “ China Submarine ” and the “ Great Northern Extension” 
Telegraph Companies which will obviate any rivalry. It is 
proposed that the Great Northern Company shall lay the 
cable (now ready to be laid between Possiet Bay and Shanghai) 
between Hong Kong and Shanghai, and subsequently another 
cable from Possiet Bay to Shanghai va Nagasaki. The “ China 
Submarine” undertakes not to lay any competing lines. The 
Danish frigate and the two chartered ships, Cella and Great 
Northern, will take the cable on board, and proceed with all 
despatch. 





TRAVELS OF A FRENCH MISSIONARY IN CHINA. 
(FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

At the recent annual meeting of the learned societies of the 
French provinces at the Sorbonne a gold medal was awarded to 
Abbé Armand David, who for several years has contributed 
largely to the Jardin des Plantes plants and animals from China, 
Mongolia, Thibet, and other parts of the Far East. For ten years 
the Abbé has performed long and difficult journeys in almost un- 
known countries, and often amidst hostile people, facing and over- 
coming difficulties of all kinds with indomitable energy. The 
plain in the midst of which rises the capital of China, and the 
chains of mountains which rise to the north and west of Peking 
were the first objects of the Abbé’s travels ; he found the country 
without trees, and almost without a bush, of a monotonous and 
desolate aspect, a few mulberry and elm trees in the neighbour- 
hood of habitations, and a few cypresses around the tombs, and 
pagodas alone broke the line, but the. collections which he made 
are of great interest, as showing the curious relations which exist 
between the natural productions of a part of Asia and those of 
Europe. In the neighbourhood of Peking, whose latitude cor- 
responds with the southern shores of the Mediterranean, are found 
animals which exist also in central Europe as well as those which 
inhabit India ; the tiger and leopard are not rare in the mountains 
of Si-Wan, to the north of the Great Wall. It is a mixture, in 
fact, of European and Asiatic forms. 

Everything, says the Abbé, is mysterious in China ; a few steps 
to the south of the city of Peking there is an imperial park, 
surrounded by walls, at least twelve leagues in circumference. 
In it live in profound peace, multiplying from time im- 
memorial, troops of antelopes and deer of a peculiar species, 
The Abbé had been told about these animals, which were 
to be found nowhere else, and his curiosity became highly excited ; 
but access to the park was interdicted to all Europeans, and it 
was hopeless to obtain permission to visit it. An ardent naturalist 
is a perfect schoolboy in his nature. The Abbé thought of the wall, 
and, seizing a favourable opportunity, he mounted jit, and there 
by good luck saw a herd of more than a hundred long-tailed deer. 
At first he took them for elan, or gigantic reindeer, but he was 
certain that the species or varicty was unknown, and that he had 
made the discovery, rare now-a-days, of 8 new mammiferous ani- 
mal of great stature. Determined to obtain at least the spoils of 
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some of these creatures, the Abbé tried all means ; he enlisted the 
Breach Legation in his favour, but the Legation seemed perfectly 
helpless as regarded any influence over the Chinese Government. 
Happily, he thought of the Tartar soldiers who guarded the 
park, and he felt sure that “for a consideration” he should ob- 
fain some skins of the deer in question before the winter ; 
and he succeeded in his object. At a later period M. Bellonet 
actually succeeded in obtaining two of the animals from the 
Chinese authorities, who gave them the name of Mi-lou.* 

In 1866 the Abbé made an exploration in Mongolia. He was 
obliged to take a load of luggage, but, said he, “I take no pro- 
visions ; I depend on the natives, for I think that with a little 
determination where one man lives another may ”—a phrase that 
well paints the man. For eight months he journeyed in these 
countries, where he believes no European before had ever pene- 
trated, sending a large collection of natural productions to 
France, and keeping journals of the aspect of the regions through 
which he passed, their geologic character, the manners and cus- 
toms of the inhabitants, and all particulars that met his eye. On 
his way to the Eastern Ourat with two companions, as he says, & 
man and an ass, he was warned that the brigands had assassinated 
two unfortunate Mongols ; but he proceeded on his way, and con- 
tinued his scientific researches. 

Still later the indefatigable missionary explored the central 
provinces of China, the Kiang-si, the Se-Tchuen, and always with 
saccess. Last year he was in Chinese Tartary, at Mou-pin, where 
he passed a terrible winter in the mountains ; but he made many 
remarkable discoveries ; amongst others, a bear of an unknown 
species, a white bear with black ears and legs. At the present 
time the Abbé is still at his work, and is preparing a new kind? o 
triumph ; the Minister of Foreign Affairs has placed a collection 
of instruments at his disposal, and intends to try and initiate the 
Chinese in the physical and natural sciences. ‘“‘Should he be 
saccessful,” says the report of the society, “China will be won 
over to our civilisation.” We wish the worthy Abbé Godspeed 
with all our hearts. 


OPINIONS ON THE JAPAN LOAN. 

The Times says that, although to external nations Japan is as yet a 
éomparatively strange country, its capacities have been illustrated by 
the enormous development of its trade both with England and the 
United States during the past few years, and the conclusions of the 
various merchants engaged in this new and attractive branch of com- 
merce seem favourable alike to the commercial sagacity and good faith 
of the Government and people. It may reasonably be anticipated that 
this sagacity and good faith will not break down in the commencement 
of their public monetary relations with the West, especially when 
those relations are established to supply means for augmenting their 
wealth, but will be so maintained as not only to justify any boldness 
our merchants mey now be disposed to display by becoming investors, 
but to lead to a long financial intercourse, in which we may constantly 
increase our operations, and at the same time with safety gradually 
reduce the terms upon which they are undertaken. 


The Standard also has no doubt the operation will be a success. 
The amount is emall,and Japan has no other debt. The trade is 
vastly increasing, and the customs dues are understood to be consider- 
ably above half a million a year. The Oriental Bank have large es- 
tablishments in Japan, and it is satisfactory that the arrangements for 
collection and transmission of the moneys for the loan are catrusted 
to them. Their connection with the operition is also a guarantee that 
every form necessary to make the loan perfectly legal has been ob- 
served. It is very desirable that the projected railways should be 
speedily constructed. They will develop the resources of Japan, and 
greatly add to our trade with that empire. The population of Yedo 
is 2,000,000, and that of Osaka 1,000,000. The railway between these 
two places will probably give returns in themselves sufficient for the 
interest and redemption of this loan. 


The Pall Mall Gazette is not eo sanguine. It observes that it 
appears, that not only has the trade of Japan with this country not 
increased, but statistics show that between 1864 and 1868 it was on 
the decline. It should further be remarked, in connection with this 
loan, that the security offered is considered to be so good as to arouse 
suspicion. Moreover, if the Imperial Government of Japan set aside 
the whole of their customs receipta as security for a loan to begin 
constructing railways, what security will they have to offer for farther 
loans? Foreign commerce is opposed to the prejudices of the nation, 
and there is still unrepealed an edict, dated 1637, which makes it a

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capital offence for natives to travel abroad. Intending subacribers 
should also weigh the probabilities of disputes and difficulties which 
may 80 easily arise between the contractors for the work and a Govern- 
ment go little accustomed to the engagements which characterise the 
dealings between more civilised nations. 


The Economist saya :—The loan to Japan is certainly a very singular 
one, and is a remarkable example of rapid changes. If about ten yeams 
ago, at the time of Lord Elgin’s mission to Japan, he or any of bis suite 
had been told that in 1870 such a loan would be asked and made, they 
would have hardly thought it possible. Japan was then a country about 
which no foreigner knew anything; which refused information; where 
travellers were murdered and were unsafe; the very Government of 
which waa peculiar and unknown. No doubt we have since learnt 
much that is favourable. Japan is an ancient arres'cd civilisation 5 
like so many others in the East it began we do not know how, and 
stopped we can hardly explain why. The people are of remarkable 
imitative intelligence, ready to copy European inventions, and profit 
by European knowledge. But when we come to lend them money, 
there are several questions which mus. be asked and ansvered. First. 
Have we sufficient experience of Japan to say what the real work- 
ing of ita peculiar polity is? Secondly. Do we know what all the 
various bodies and persons having power in that polity may think of 
paying money to foreigners—that being an incessant difficulty to all 
but the best nations? Thirdly. Even if we know what the Japanese 
polity is now, can we be certain what it will be some years hence? 
It is now subject for the first time to the most powerful of all social 
solvents—the perpetual contact with a higher material civilization. In 
general this is not a process of pure improvement. The fint stage 
often is that a secluded nation (like a boy brought up at home) loses 
its narrow morality witbout, fur a time at lea-t, gaining a broader 
morality. Are we eure that this new nation can be truated with the 
greatest of pecuniary temptations—that of borrowing from persons 
they never have seen, and of only defrauding (if they do defraud) per- 
sons whom they never will see? To many a foreign loan must seem & 
new monstrosity, and will not repaying it seem a worse? We ask 
these questions, not that we wish ill to this singular loan; on the con 
trary, we should be glad to think well of it, for the Japanese ares 
very interesting nation. But it is our duty, as far as we can, to make 
lenders see and know what they are doing; and especially now, whem 
for many years there is more “ money to Jose” in Lombard-street tham 
there has been for many years past, we are most anxious that due care 
should be taken, and that if possible it should not be lost. 





THE JAPAN LOAN. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Srz,—In your number dated the 2nd instant there is a very able 
article on the “ Japan Loan,” and your remarks with reference to 
the “additional security’ mentioned in Mr. Lay's glowing pro- 
spectus induces me to ask what portion of the million is to be ap- 
propriated to the railroad and its promoters, and what portion the 
Oriental Bank Corporation will retain to reimburse itself for 
moneys‘already advanced to the Japanese Government on the 
same security—viz., “anticipated Customs’ dues.” The argument 
that some use, that fresh loans will enable the Japanese Govern- 
ment to pay the interest on the present one, and that they are 
too shrewd to “kill the goose that lays the golden eggs,” may hold 
good if the million finds its way to the Japanese coffers, and if 
the proffered security be still at their command. The present 
disturbed state of Japan, and the necessity of our keeping troops 
there, admitted even by our present economical Government, sug- 
gests that in the event of indemnity being required by foreign 
Governments they would, as in the case of China after the war, 
possess themselves of the Custom dues. The public has a right 
to look to Mr. Lay for information, as he has endeavoured to re- 
assure it by announcing the source of security and so-calkhed “ad- 
ditional security” to investors.—I am, Sir, &c.,

The report of the Telegraph to India Company (Limited), to 
be presented this day, congratulates the shareholders upon the 
result of the operations of the British-Indian Submarine Telegraph 
Company, by which the communication has been successfully 
completed between Suez and Bombay, and states that the arrange- 
ment of the 2ad of January, 1569, will at once be carried out, un- 
der which the shareholders will receive £37,500, in fully paid 
shares of the British-Indian Submarine Telegrap Company, with 
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the four months’ interest upon the lease of the line to April 30. The 
‘Mecessary resolutions for winding-up the company will be sub- 
amitted to the meeting. 

The report of the Anglo-American Telegraph Company (Limited) 
states the total receipts accruing to the company for the nine 
macnths ended the 31st of January last, including a balance of 
23,725 carried over from the last account, to amount to £118,915, 
while the working expenses were £12,657, leaving £106,258 avail- 
able for dividend. Out of this three interim dividends of 10s. 
per share, amounting in the whole to £90,000, have already been 
Gistributed, and there remains a balance of £16,258 to deal with. 
The directors, therefore, now recommend a further dividend at the 
rate of 5s. per share, free of income-tax, leaving £1,258 to be 
carried forward. Since the commencement of the joint purse 
arrangement with the French Atlantic Company the receipts have 
been fairly satisfactory, and the expenses naturally consequent 
upon competition greatly diminished. The Robert Lowe, which 
has been expressly built as a maintenance ship at the cost of the 
two companies, is expected to be ready for sea by the middle of 
May, when she will at once proceed to Newfoundland to repair 
the 1866 cable. 

At the meeting of the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company the 
report showed a much improved state of the traffic for the last 
half of 1869, and recommends the payment of £2 a share — 
viz.,a bonus of £1 19s, out of the “insurance account,” and 10s. 
a share out of the balance to the credit of the ‘repair and renewal 
account.” 

At the meeting of the shareholders in the Great Eastern Steam- 
ship Company, Sir Daniel Gooch, M.P. (the chairman), congratu- 
lated the shareholders upon the successful working of the company 
and upon the board being in a position to propose a distribution 
of shares in the British Indian Telegraph Company, which, with 
the division in the autumn of last year, would be equal to a divi- 
dend of between 50 and 60 per cent. upon 1,250 shares to be dealt 
with upon some future occasion. The report and accounts were 
adopted, and it was announced that the ship had been chartered 
for five years by the Telegraph Construction Company. The sum 
to be paid annually for the hiring was £22,000, or equal to a divi- 
dend of 20 per cent. per annum, as the Construction Company 
undertook to insure the vessel for £140 000, and to pay all those 
charges which are usually borne by the owner. 

At a meeting, at which about 800 policy-holders in the Albert 
Life Office attended, the following resolutions were adopted :—1st 
That the policy-holders approve of and accep‘ the scheme of recon- 
struction prepared by the committce of policy-holders, annuitants, 
and shareholders in the Albert Life Assurance Company, and now 
submitted to the meeting, subject to suct modifications as may be 
found expedient and be sanctioned by the Court of Chancery. 2 
That this meeting earnestly impress upon the policy holders the 
importance of sending in their individual assents to the scheme as 
speedily as possible, so as to strengthen the hands of the com- 
mittee in carrying the same into effect. 3. That the policy- 
holders consider it desirable, and agree to pay the premiums due 
on their respective policies to an account to be opened at the 
Bank of England and the Agra Bank (Limited), in the names of 
Messrs. Thomson, Bell, and Major-General Cunningham, three of 
the members of the committee of policy-holders, annuitants, and 
shareholders, in the Albert Life Assurance Company, the premiums 
to be returned in case the scheme of reconstruction should not be 
carried out, without deduction of any kind. 

At the annual meeting of the Standard Life Assurance Company 
at Edinburgh the new assurances for 1869 were stated to have been 
1,619, for £1,110,347, yielding in new premiums £38,532 ; that 
the assurances in force are £15,413,600, and the accumulated fund 
£4,284,648, while the annual income is £710,428, 

The Committee of the Bank of London announce a payment to 
the shareholders of £1 5s. per share, being the first return of the 
capital of the undertaking. The debt of the Atlantic and Great 
Western Railway Company has occupied very much of the time and 
attention of the committee, and still continues to doso. They are 
proceeding with the careful realisation of the other outstanding 
assets of the bank, and have reason to believe their value was not 
overstated in their last report. The committee also express a hope 
that they will make a second distribution of capital at no distant 
period, when they will issue an extended report. 

At a moeting of the members of Lloyd's held on the 5th to con- 
sider the propriety of shortening the term for payment of losses 
which have been duly settled, it was resolved, after a somewhat 
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animated discussion, that on and after the lst of July next the 
date of payment should be one week after settlement instead of a 
month, as at present. 

Special telegrams to Lloyd’s aunounce the loss of the Helen 
Nicholson, London to Shanghai, with cargo valued at £80,000; 
and the St. Dunstan, Clyde to Yokohama, with a rough cargo, of 
not much value. The registered owner of the Helen Nicholson is 
Mr. B. C. Nicholson, Liverpool, and of the St. Dunstan Mr. John 
Low, Greenock. 

The Netherlands India Steam Company have announced, by a 
circular from Amsterdam, that the Royal approval has been 
granted to the articles of association, and the first call must be 
paid by London subscribers to Messrs. Montague and Co. before 
the 14th inst. 

The twelfth annual general meeting of the shareholders of the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China will be 
held at the Bank at one o’clock on Tuesday, the 17th inst. 

The offices of the Compagnie des Services Maritimes des Mes- 
sageries Imperiales have been removed from 4, Moorgate-street, 
to 97, Cannon-street, opposite the railway station. 

Creditors of the Oriental Hotels Company are to send in their 
claims to Mr. Cooper, liquidator, befure the lst July. 

The tenders for £400,000 on bills on India were received on the 
4th at the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted were—to 
Calcutta, £397,000; and to Madras, £3,000. The minimum price 
was fixed at 1s. 104d., being a further reduction of 1 per cent., 
and tenders at 1s. 10§d. will receive about 23 per cent.; above, in 
full, showing a continued diminution in the demand for means of 
remittance to the East. 

The Bank rates for bills at sixty days’ sight on Singapore, 
China, and Japan are as follows:—Singapore, buying 4s. 3d.; 
selling, 48. 54d. Hong Kong, buying, 4s. 3d.; selling, 4s. 53d. 
Shanghai, buying, 5s. 8d.; selling, 6s. 2d. Yokohama, buying, 
4s. 3d.; selling, 4s. 7d. 

The payment of 15 per cent. on the Japan loan was made on 
the 5th by subscribers. Transactions took place at 4 and 5 
discount. The Times, which has written favourably of the loan 
had the following :—“The payment of 15 per cent. on the Japanese 
railway loan, which fell due yesterday, is stated to have been met 
with entire promptitude, and it is believed that by far the largest 
number of the original subscriptions were from persons who deli- 
berately entered into the investment from knowledge of the country 
and people through trading or other connections. These parties 
doubtless considered the inducement of 9 per cent. interest a fair 
cover for the risk, and are therefore not likely to be swayed by any 
market fluctuations ; but it is evident that a portion is in the 
hands of weak holders, who had no right to have anything to do 
with such 2 speculation, and who are now closing their thought- 
less commitments, even at 3$ discount.”

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month of March tend, so far 
as they can be relied upon, to confirm the prevalent impression ag 
to the improvement now observable in nearly all branches of the 
commerce of the country. Compared with the corrresponding 
month of last year they show an increase of £1,602,745, or more 
than 10 per cent., in the declared value of our exportations, while 
on the same month of 1868 the increase is more than 17 per cent. 
This favourable movement has been diffused over nearly every 
branch of production. There has been an increase of 17 per cent. 
in the shipments of coal, 17 per cent. in cotton yarn, 11 per cent. 
in cotton manufactures, 9 per cent in halevdacbery, 19 per cent. 
in hardwares, 9 per cent. in linen manufactures, 26 per cent. in 
machinery, 8 per cent in iron, 10 per cent. in oil seeds, 25 per cent. 
in woollen yarn, and 8 per cent. in woollen manufactures. At the 
same time, there is also an increase of 15 per cent. in the large 
class of articles ‘‘ unenumerated.’ Earthenware constitutes the 
only material item on the unfavourable side, a decrease of 16 per 
cent. being shown under that head. In the shipments of silk 
manufactures there has been noalteration. ‘The total value of our 
exportations for the first quarter of the present year has been 
£45,678,774, or about 64 per cent. above those of the same quarter 
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of last year, and more than 10 per cent.‘above those of the same 
quarter of 1868. 
' Among the articles subject to duty, entered for home consump- 
tion, there are some considerable changes, due mainly to tem- 
porary causes. In consequence of the uncertainty as to the 
changes in Customs duties contemplated by the Chancellor of the 
xchequer, reduced quantities of the following were taken out of 
bond: Cocoa, coffee, fruit, sugar (a reduction of 30 per cent.), 
molasses, tea (a reduction of nearly 50 per cent.),and wine Spirits 
and tobacco are the only commodities which were cleared in larger 
amounts. The bonded warehouse account shows variations almost 
exactly corresponding. The stock of coffee, fruit, sugar, molasses, 
and tea was considerably heavier on the 3ist March last than at 
the corresponding date in 1869, while that of spirits and tobacco 
was smaller.

The arrivals during the week 
have been comparatively small, and although there is over £880,000 
now on the way to this country, we do not look for any portion of this 
sum until about the 23rd inst. The Biafra brought £1,000 from 
Africa, and the J. N. Fleming £28,500 from Otago; on the other 
hand, the Shannon has taken £28,000 to the West Indies. 

Sriver has been in good demand for Holland, and the amounts lately 
to hand have been sold at from 603d. to 603d. per oz. standard. There 
is no likelihood of any immediate demand for India. The Pera has 
brought £5,760 from Alexandria. 

Mexican Dottars—Thoge brought by the West India steamer 
were sold at 593d. per ox., and the Bangalore took about £18,000 to 
China.

£7,600 per Union from New York.

rta from Jan. 1 to April 19, 1,619,089 lbs., and the withdrawals for 
Kone consumption during that period, 12,094,628 lbs., there remains 
a total of 18,895,452 lbs., representing the atock on the last-named 
date. The receipts from April 6 to April 19 amounted to 3,275,095 
Ibs.; the withdrawals for home consumption to 4,392,096 lbe.; and 
the exports to 308,728 Ibs. 


Corres. —The supply of Brazil has been slightly increased, but the 
arrivals have not placed a sufficient quantity on the market to meet 
the demand, and prices are 3c. to 4c. higher. For East India there is 
a steady enquiry ; we note sales of 100 bags Java at 20c., and 5,500 
mats on private terms, the latter being a speculative lot per Jean 
Van Galen; in other kinds a moderate business has been done at 
former prices, viz., Java Government bags 20c. to 214c.; mats, 20c. to 
22c.; Singapore, 18c. to 19c.; Manila, 16c. to 17c.; Native Ceylon, 
17|c. to19c. gold. Thestock of Manila on the lat April was estimated 
at 2,627 bags, against 6,769 bags on April 1, 1869; of Java (Govern- 
Ment )at 815 bags, against 1,641 bags ; of Java mats, 51,929, against 
41.808 bags; of Ceylon, 1,500 bags, against 7,000 bags; of Singapore 
nal in both years. 

Campoor.—China is quoted 18¢. gold (in bond). 

EssEntiaL O1rs.—Aniseed is quoted $2.12}; Cassia, $1.25 gold. 

Gamsren.—The current quotation is 4c. to 4}c. gold (duty paid) ; 
stock, very small, not exceeding 2,000 bales. 

Hemp.—Manila continues in good request at the former quota- 
tions—14c. to 14}c. gold ; 1,000 bales sold on private terms. The 
stock of Manila on the 1st April was estimated at 20,591 bales, 
against 3,205 bales at the corresponding date af 1869, and 27,844 
balesin 1868. The imports into the United States from the lst January 
to the 31st March, 1870, were 48,136 bales, against 34,795 bales during 
the corresponding period of last year, and the quantity afloat on the 31st 
March was 18,317 bales, against 12,676 bales at the aame date last year. 

Inpico.— There is no change in the tone of the market; we note 
sales of 14 cases Manila at $1.10 to $1.35 currency. 

PRESERVED GinceR.—China is quoted $8 currency (duty paid). 


Ravsars.—The quotation for China is $1 to $2 currency (duty 
paid), showing a decline of 50c. 


Ricz.—The market generally is slightly less active than when we 
last reported, but prices are firmly maintained. The business in Bangoon 
has again been extensive, but the advance reported in our last has been 
lost ; the sales amount to about 1,500 bags at $3 to $3.25 gold (in 
bond). In other kinds of East India there have been no transac- 
tions, The stock of East India on the lst April was 6,850 bags, 
against 10,940 bags at the corresponding date last year, and 4,200 
baga in 1868.
